TECHNICAL FIELD 

This invention relates generally to text input technology. More particularly, the invention 
relates to a system and method that allows a user to use a joystick to input Chinese 
characters to a data processing device by entering only the first few strokes required to 
write each character, such that the user can perform Chinese input tasks in a fast, 
predictive way. 

DESCRIPTION OF THE PRIOR ART 



Chinese is written with characters known as hanzi ( ■ Each character represents a 
syllable of spoken Chinese and also has a meaning. The characters were originally 

20 pictures of people, animals, or other things, but after several thousands years evolution 
they have become increasingly stylized and no longer resemble the things they 
represent Many of the characters are actually compounds of two or more characters. 
To read Modem Chinese, one should know 2000-3000 characters. To read classical 
Chinese, knowledge of 5000-6000 characters is required. The largest Chinese 

25 dictionaries include 56,000 characters, but most of them are archaic, obscure or in rare 
variant forms.
